The police entered hundreds of houses yesterday 
evaning and dragged victims from their beds and took tbem to the Peter 
and Paul fortress. ' Among the prisoners taken were 158 women of good 
families, and many leading lawyers, physicians, 
literary men, profession- 


al men and students. St. Petersburg is still without newspapers.

FOURTEEN 
KILLED N 
MOSCOW CLASK 


Moscow, Jan 26—In a fight last night between the strikers and sold- 


iers, fourteen persons were killed. The struggles began through attempts 
of the strikers to assemble in Red Suaie. Cossacks attacked them with 
whips and flats of swords. - Some strikers with revolvers, began firing on 
the troops, who replied. The strikers then retreated.

measures against the strikers. The police chief placarded a proclamation 
throughout file town threatening the most vigorous reprisals if the strikers 
attempt riot, or prevented non-strikers from continuing woik.

con'lict with a force of Cossacks and were finally repe'.led. 


SEVEN STUDENTS ARE STRANGLED. 


St. Petersburg, Jan. 2fi.—Seven students, who have hitherto been the 


leader in the revolutionary movement in the Basil island district, have 
been put to death by strikers. The strikers became suspicious that the 
students were acting treacherously -They called a meeting at whicff the 
students were promptly oentenced to death and were sirangied in a secret 
subterranean meeting place. 
Later it transpired that the students were 


innocent of treachery.

St. Petersburg, Jan. 26.—Contrary to 


expectation, the first move of the new- 
ly appointed governor general of St. 
Petersburg is pacific in character. It 
takes the form 
of a proclamation 


jointly signed by General Trepoff and 
M. Kokovseff, the minister of finance, 
telling the strikers that they have 
been led into trouble by evil-disposed 
persons, and that their best interests 
will be served by peaceful representa- 
tions to the government. The work- 
men are also assured that the emperor 
has ordered the framing of certain 
laws for their benefit and the creation 
of a system of state institutions that 
will protect them from want in case of 
sickness or disability. 


The fears of serious trouble in Mos- 


cow were not realized. The only 
authenticated instance of anything ap- 
proaching violence there was in the 
dispersal of. a crowd of about 3,000 
workmen by Cossacks. So far as- is 
known there were no casualties. 


From Finland anti-Russian demon- 


strations are reported, a collision be- 
tween a crowd of 10,000 persons and 
troops and police resulting in the 
wounding of about 30 Finns. In Fin- 
land the agitation has nothing to do 
with the labor question, hut is purely 
political in character. 


Various political, educational and 


mercantile bodies in Russia are adopt- 
ing declarations in favor of an elective 
representative 
legislative body, and 


denouncing misrule under autocracy. 


Though 
the strikes 
have been 


spreading to various towns, the situ- 
ation is not acute anywhere. The 
great demonstration vdth an accom- 
paniment of bloodshed whicl> was an- 
ticipated at Moscow did not occur, and 
the strike in the ancient capital has 
not spread rapidly, only about 20,000 
workmen being out, according to the 
latest reports. 


Evidence accumulates that the strik- 


ers are supplied with money to meet 
their present needs. It is said that 
they have a fund of 52,000,000, some 
of which was supplied by German So- 
cialists, but there is no way of verify- 
ing the stories. It is seriously believed 
in some quarters that money is being 
furnished 
from 
Japanese - British 


sources to bring on a revolution, or 
such internal complications as will 
compel the government to make peace. 
Reports say the strike is extending to 
Narva. Saratoff and Kharkoff. 


The zemstvo of Taurida, at its first 


meeting of the year, unanimously 
adopted the following address to Em- 
peror Nicholas: '-We are strongly con- 
vinced that the fulfillment of all your 
great intentions for their inviolability 
can only be assured by the -participa- 
tion of elected representatives of the 
whole nation in the legislative power.

The entire coast line from the Dela 


ware capes north has 
been in the 


'grasp of a storm which, because of the 
heavy fail of snow, the intensity o 
cold and the force of the gale, has ex 
ceeded in severity anything experi 
enced in years. Inland from Maine 
throughout the New England states 
and the middle Atlantic states all re 
ports indicate a most complete winter 
tieup. 
Everywhere railroad traffic is 


delayed; reports of disasters to ship- 
ping are coming in. and with the rap 
idly falling thermometer much suffer- 
ing must ensue. So severe was the 
storm in this city that even during the 
day hour? several persons were frozen 
to death or died from exhaustion. The 
hospitals, the police stations and tfie 
House of Refuge, are overcrowded. 
Along the coast of Maine and Mas- 
sachusetts several schooners were re- 
ported ashore, but as the sale gave 
\.arning of its coming, harbors were 
hastily found and there wore many 
stormbound fleets lying at anchor in 
perfect safety. 
Cape Cod naught the 


force of the storm in its greatest in- 
tensity. the wind there reaching a 
velocity of 72 miles an hour. 
Along 


the%ersey coast the lifesavers found 
it almost impossible to make their 
patrols. Tbe observers on the coast 
had little to report except, a terrific 
gale and blinding snow.

Lexington, Ky. Jan. 26.—A special 


grand jury found indictments against 
James Hargis, county juage of Breath- 
itt county; Alex Hargis, former state 
senator; Elbert Hargis of Jackson, 
brother of the other two; Ed Callahan, 
sheriff of Breathitt county, and Jesse 
Spicer, a former deputy sheriff under 
Callahan, all charged with conspiring 
to bring about the death of James 
Cock?ill, 
city 
marshal of Jackson. 


Cockrill was shot from a window of 
the court house at Jackson in July, 
1902. He was brought to this city and 
died in a local hospital. The Breathitt 
grand jury failed to indict. Under the 
old English law, which has recently 
been sustained by the court of appeals, 
indictments may be found in another 
county for a crime which is begun 
elsewhere and completed in that coun- 
ty. 
Under this law William Britton 


was indicted on the charge of killing 
Cockrill, and his trial is now in prog- 
ress here. 


All of the men indicted here are now 


in Jackson. Bench warrants have been 
issued and a special bailiff will serve 
thorn. The Hargis brothers are weal- 
thy, and prominent in politics. 


Judge Hargis, Senator Hargis and 


Ed Callahan are defendants_-ln the 
$100.000 damage suit brought by Mrs. 
J. B. Marcum. widow of the United 
States commissioner, who was assassi- 
nau-d in the Jackson court house in 
May, t<)03. She charged that they con- 
spired to have her husband killed, and 
sued for Slon.flOO Damages. Tbe jury 
awarded her $S,000 against Judge Har- 
gis and Ed Callahan. They hare been 
granted an appeal from this verdict to 
the court of appeals. 
Mrs. Marcntn 


also was granted an appeal of the case 
as it 
affected Senator Hargis and 


Judge B. F. French. Curtis Jett, 
nephew of the Hargis brothers, is serv- 
ing a lifo sentence for the murder of 
Marcum. 
An appeal is pending in the 


case of Curtis Jett for the assassina- 
tion of Cockrill. Tom White is under 
life sentence for killing Marcum, and 
pending a decision of the court of ap- 
peals on a motion for a rehearing is 
in jail at Covington.

The birtlidny of Atinihiun Lincoln 


Is also the birthday of ('hnrlf.s H. Dur- 
wln. The I'inaiiolputor and the author 
of the modern theory of evolution were 
born, strange to any, em the same day*, 
Feb. V2, 18U9. 
The beauty and sim- 


plicity of Darwin's obarncter were al- 


iH<>"<t as unique as Ins intellectual 
acliknt'inenls. 
lie was a man of 


meant?, with leisure at his eoiniuand, 
who was more absorbed in constant 
and exluiusting labors than are most 
men who must earn their bread. He 
detested cowardice and evasion. 
He 


wrote with perfect clearness aud sin- 
cerity, furnishing "the most remark- 
able example of persuasive style in the 
English language." 
He had u keen 


sense of humor and enjoyed a joke 
with boyish heartiness. Lankester re- 
calls him in his later years sitting at 
Ills home in Down in his high seated 
armchair and while laughing at some 
joke or story- slapping his thigh with 
his right hand aud exclaiming hearti- 
ly: "Oh, by Jove, that's very good! 
That's capital:" His success he greet- 
ed with open delight. He had none of 
the solemnity of the inflated reformer. 
"He chuckled gayly," says Lankester, 
"over the spread of his views, almost 
as a sportsman may rejoice in'the tri- 
umphs of his racer. His delight in hi3 
work and its success was of the perfect 
and natural kind, which he could com- 
municate to his wife and daughters 
and might have been shared by a 
child." The key to his character was 
genuineness. He made no pretensions. 
He declared that he bad no taste for 
literature, but liked a story, especially 
about a pretty girl, and he would only 
read those in which all ended well. 
Authors of stones ending in death or 
failure ought, he declared, to be hung! 
He attributed his success as a scientific 
man to "the love of science, unbounded 
patience in long reflecting over any 
subjer-t, industry in observing and col- 
lecting facts and a fair share of in- 
vention as well as common sense." 


Of his tenderness let this private 


memorandum of his own, written a few 
days after the death of his little daugh- 
ter Annie, speak: 


Our poor child Annie was born in Gower 


street on March 2, 1S41, and expired at 
Malvern at midday on the 23d of April, 
1851. 


I write these few pages, as I think In 


after years, if we live, the impressions 
now put down will recall more vividly 
her chief characteristics. 
From whatever 


point I look back at her, the main featui* 
in her disposition which at once rises be- 
fore me is her buoyant joyousness, tem- 
pered by two other characteristics—name- 
ly, her sensitiveness, which might easily 
have been overlooked by a stranger, and 
her strong affection. Her joyousness and 
animal spirits radiated from her whole 
countenance and rendered every move- 
ment elastic and full of life and vigor. 
It was delightful and cheerful to behold 
her. Her dear face now rises before me 
as she used sometimes to come running 
downstairs with a stolen pinch of snuff 
for me. her whole form radiant with the 
pleasure of giving pleasure. Even when 
playing with her cousins, when her joy- 
ousness almost passed into boisterousness, 
a single glance of my eye, not of displeas- 
ure—for I thank God I hardly ever cast 
one on her—but of want of sympathy, 
would for some minutes alter her whole 
countenance. 


The other point in her character which 


made her joyousness and spirits so de- 
lightful was her strong affection, which 
was of a most clinging, fondling nature. 
When quite a baby this showed itself in 
never being easy without touching her 
mother when in bed with her, and quite 
lately she would, when poorly, fondle for 
any length of time one of her mother's 
arms. 
"When very unwell, her mother 


lying down beside her seemed to soothe 
her in a manner quite different from what 
It would have done to any of our other 
children. So again she would at almost 
any time spend half an hour in arrang- 
ing my hair, "making it," as she called it, 
"beautiful," or in smoothing (the poor, 
dear darling') my collar or cuffs—in short, 
in fondling me. 
Besides her joyousness thus tempered, 


she was in her manners remarkably cor- 
dial, frank, open, straightforward, nat- 
ural and without any shade of reserve. 
Her whole mind was pure and transpar- 
ent. 
One felt one knew her thoroughly 


and could trust her. I always thought 
that, come what might, we should have 
had in our old age at least one loving 
soul which nothing, could have changed. 
All he'' movements were vigorous, active 
and usually- graceful. "When going round 
the sand walk with me, although I walk- 
ed fast, yet she often used to go before, 
pirouetting in the most elegant way. her 
dear face bright all the time with tha 
sweetest smiles. Occasionally she had a 
pretty, coquettish manner toward me. the 
memory of whicfe Is charming. She often 
used exaggerated language, and. when 1 
quizzed her by exaggerating what she 
had said, hovr clearly can I now see the 
little toss of the head and exclamation of 
"Oh. 
papa, what a shame of jou!" 
In, 


the last short Jllnrss her conduct, in sim- 
ple truth, was angelic. She never once 
complained, never became fretful, was 
ever considerate of others and was thank- 
ful in the most gentle, pathetic manner 
for everything done for her. 
TVhen so 


exhausted that she could hardly speak, 
she prated everything that was given 
her and said 3*>me tea. was "beautifully 
good." When I gave her some water. sh« 
said. "I quite thank you." and these. I 
believe, were the last precious words ever 
addressed bv her dear lips to me. 


IVe have lost the joy of the household 


and the sola«-« of our old ajre. She must 
have known how -we loved h-r. Oh. that 
nhe could now know how deeply, how ten- 
derly, we <2o still and shall ever love her 
d",-ir. jqpous face!
